Cars Attacked and Several

New York, September 20.—Rioting 
was renewed here tonight in connec- 
tion with the car strike after efforts 
of Mayor Mitchel and others had failed 
during the day to effect a settlement 
ef the differences. Several hundred 
strikers and their sympathizers who 
attacked four surface cars engaged in 
a running fight with police reserves, 
during which several persons, includ- 
ing a woman, were hurt. Many arrests 


were made. 
Conspiracy to Use Dynamite. 


What the police characterized as a] 


conspiracy ‘to use dynamite in the 
strike was frustrated by the arrest of a 
man who asserted he was a striking 
motorman. The prisoner, it was said, 
had attempted to purchase explosives 
from a laborer in a new subway ex- 
eavation. The latter reported the case 
to the authorities, who set a trap for 
the striker. When arrested at the la- 
borer’s home tonight, after two dummy 
packages made up in the form.of dv- 
namite had been passed to him, the pris- 
oner is alleged to have declared he 
sought the explosives to ‘“‘blow up” a 
couple of- Broadway cars. 

When Police Commissioner Woods 
was told today that 6-year-old Louis 
Rodelli was dying, a victim of a brick 
hurled, he redoubled his efforts at 
clearing roof tops contiguous to the 
traction lines and went into conference 
with District Attorney Swann to pro- 
vide for the speedy punishment of the 
offenders. ‘ ;

Poor Old Consumer 
Faces Hard Winter; 
Everything Soaring 


Prices of Food, Clothes, 
Luxuries and Material 
Have Advanced Alarming- 
ly — Food Prices to Be 
Even Higher This Winter. 


Chicago, September 20.—Prices of 
foods, clothes, luxuries, and materials 
have advanced alarmingly within the 
last year, according to a table of com- 
parative prices compiled here today. 
Merchants and producers ‘say that 
prices for food will be even higher this 
winter. Every person feels the in- 
creased price in practically every pur- 
chase, it wa's said. Food prices vary, 
according to quality and quantity. For 
the small purchaser at retail they are 
highér. Wholesalers said that canning 
houses all over the country have an- 
nounced that their deliveries will be 
only one-third of the normal amount. 
The vegetable crop, it was declared, 
was only half what was expected. 

Canned fruits will be 30 per cent. 
higher and canned vegetables will be 
advanced from 15 to 20 per cent, ac- 
cording to wholesalers. Paper bags, 
which a year ago could be purchased 
in wholesale lots for 95 cents, now 
cost $1.55. The advance is typical of 
all paper and paper products. 

Cigar jobbers raised their prices this 
week. Five-cent cigars, which the 
dealer had been getting for $31 or $32 
a thousand, have been advanced to $35, 
better grades of cigars also have been 
advanced. 

Cotton goods have advanced between 
25 and 35 per cent. Woolens also have 
kept pace with cottons. In the best 
lines of women’s shoes the prices have 
almost been doubled, dealers said

MOB HANGS NEGRO 
WH ATTACKED GIR 


Black Who Attacked 18- 
Year-Old White Girl at 
Durham Is Hung Follow- 
ing Identification by In- 
tended Victim--Negro Con- 
fessed. 


Lafayette, Ga., September 20.—(Spe- 
clal.)—Following his confession of an 
attempted criminal assault on an 18- 
year-old girl of Durham, Ga., Henry 
White, negro, was hanged at that place 
by a mob of about 100 men early Wed- 
nesday afternoon. 

The negro was prevented from ac- 
complishing his crime by the appear- 
ance of the brother of the girl, who was 
attracted by her screams. White is said 
to have been a resident of Pittsburg, 
Georgia. 

When the brother of the girl apnpear- 
ed, the negro ran and had succeeded in 
escaping his pursuer. Attracted by the 
noise and the excitement, a mob formed 
quickly and, on hearing of the attack, 
began a chase of the assailant. He was 
soon caught and carried before his in- 
tended victim for identification. 

As soon as he saw that he had been 
identified, the negro confessed to his 
crime. He was taken out of the build- 
ing in which the girl had been carried 
and hanged to a tree. Immediately fol- 
lowing the hanging the mob dispersed. 

There was no attempt at secrecy on 
the part of the mob. They formed ata 


moment’s notice, found the negro and 
hung him, when, without further 
demonstration, they dispersed. 

The attack occurred on a road lead- 
ing to Durham. The girl was on her 
way to a store in the town when the 
negro met her. She was dragged down 
a gully on the side of the road. 

Later reports state that the negro 
who gave White the revolver is Will 
Webb. Webb was later arrested by 
Deputy Sheriff Miller and carried to the 
Lafayette jail to avoid the mob which 
threatened to kill Webb also if he 
could be found.

KILLED BY POSSE 


Pete Hudson, Who. Killed 
Sheriff Taylor, of Randolph 
County, Is Caught in Net| 
Formed by Posses in the 
Patula Swamp.

Lumpkin, Ga., September 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Pete Hudson, negro, slayer of 
Sheriff W. S. Taylor, of Randolph 
county, Monday night, was killed in 
afternoon about 
twelve miles from Lumpkin in the up- 
per part of Randolph county. The ne- 
gro had been trailed constantly since 
his crime and took refuge in the 
swamp. As soon as the negro was 
overtaken his body was riddled with 
bullets. 

It is reported that two other negroes 
had joined him in his attempt to es- 
cape, both negroes being known as ex- 
convicts and desperate characters. 
What became of these negroes could 
not be ascertained. 

Killed Many Dogs. 

During the chase, lasting since Mon- 
day night, Hudson has succeeded in 
killing several bloodhounds, the prop- 
erty of various counties surrounding 
here. As soon as one of the animals 
would come within range, the negro 
would fire and the dog would drop in 
his tracks. He seemed to be supplied 
with a plentiful amount of ammuni- 
tion. 

At the time of his capture, the negro 
was literally run down. He appeared 
to have been thoroughly exhausted py 
his long run through the swamps in 
his effort to escape the steadily clos- 
ing net of several hundred men which 
had been thrown about the swamp 
where the dogs had led. 

Citizens Ask Protection. 

Unofficial requests from citizens of 
Randolph county for military aid be- 
cause of the trouble following the mur- 
der of tne sheriff of Randolph county, 
were received at Americus*today by 
Lieutenant John Ross, of the national 
guard, who is in charge of the recruit- 
ing station at Americus. The Americus 
company is at Camp Harris, but, if 
necessary, may be hurried to the scene 
of the capture. It is not thought that 
further trouble will occur. 

Elijah Sturgis, a negro on the Har- 
ris plantation, through which the posse 
went in pursuit of Hudson, was also 
found shot to death late today. No 
one knows who killed him.

It was stated yesterday that two 
additional years will be required to 
finish the annex of federal prison, and 
that the sum total of the construction 
will exceed $2,000,000, 

The annex will make the Atlanta 
penitentiary the largest in America.

The building is being constructed 
with prison labor, and has been under 
way since 1908. The western wing is 
almost complete, the structure having

The annex will consist of two cell 
houses, with a capacity approximately 
of 800 prisoners. This will permit a 
prison population of almost 2,000 in al] 
Between 800 and 1,000 are already 
housed in the immense plant.

SUCCESS GAINED 
BY THE RUMANIANS 
IN THE DOBRUDJA 


Bucharest, Rumania, September 20.— 
(Via London.)—The official report issued 
today by the Rumanian war office an- 
nounces that the Rumanians have 
gained a success against the German 
and Bulgarian troops in the province of 
Dobrudja. The fighting was in the 
region of Enigea, nineteen miles south 
of the Constanza-Tzernavoda railway. 
The statement says: 

“On the north and northwest fronts 
there were skirmishes of slight im- 
portance along the whole front except 
in the valley of the Streeul river, where 
the enemy attacked violently with su- 
perior forces, in the face of which we 
fell back slightly. 

“On the south front along the 
Danube there has been an exchange of 
gun fire. 

“In Dobrudja enemy attacks toward 
Enigea, southwest of Kobadin, were 
twice beaten back.

attack after attack along the line from 
9 o’clock’ in the morning until dark, 
and at the end of the day the French 
were everywhere holding their posi- 
tions, according to Paris, and the bat- 
tlefield at points was covered with Ger- 
man dead. 

During - the. fighting the Germans 
penetrated the northeastern part of 
the village of Bouchavesnes, but here 
the French met them with the bayonet 
and dislodged them. Four assaults at 
the Priez farm in which the Germans 
came on in waves were repulsed by 
the French, whose observers assert that 
the German's at last withdrew in dis- 
order, leaving many dead behind them. 

On the British front inclement 
weather still holds the opposing sides 
to artillery duels. 


HEAVY FIGHTING 
ON RUSSIAN FRONT. 


In the eastern section, in Russia and 
Galicia, both Berlin and Vienna re- 
port the repulse of heavy Russian at- 
tacks in the Lutsk sector of Volhynia 
and southeast of Lemberg, in Galicia.

London, September 20.—“I wish I 
could pick one of my horses as a win- 
ner with the certainty of victory for 
the entente allies,” said Lord Derby, 
the British under secretary of war, on 
receiving the American correspondents 
today on his return from a visit to 
France, where, in company with Gen- 
eral Sir Douglas Haig and General Jof- 
fre, he saw the trials of the “tanks” 
before they were sent into battle 
‘against the Germans. Lord Derby con- 
tinued: 

“We have a European army with bet- 
ter guns, better rifles and better am- 
munition than any other country in 
the world today. But I do not agree 
with the people who expect the war to 
end within six months, as it must sure- 
ly continue over the winter. 

“We are fighting the best organized 
nation in the world and it would be a 
reflection on our own troops not to ad- 
mit that the Germans are showing ex- 
traordinary bravery. Two years ago 
they had a great chance to win. They 
Still are exceedingly strong in engines 
of destruction, but we at least are even 
in this respect now, and I cannot help 
feeling that our men individually are 
better. Soon we hope to have a dis- 
tinct margin of superiority. 

“We are able to continue to increase 
the arms, munitions and food of eur 
troops and we will get more men if 
needed, but no concrete proposal has 
been made yet to increase the age limit. 

“Recent raids of the military stations 
and places of amusement pretty plainly 
have proved there are very few slack- 


ers left. 

“I found every one at the front 
cheerful. You may rest assured the 
offensive will be continued. If there 
seems to be a lull it will be interest- 
ing to make a study of the German 
casualty list. ‘Mr. Boshe’ will not be 
allowed to go into winter quarters.”

day demonstrative actions were at- 
tempted by the enemy near Casera 
Zebio, on the Asiago plateau; on Col 
San Giovanni, at the head of the Vanoi 
valley; on the northern slopes of Col 
Bricon, in the Travignolo valley, and 
on Vrsio Monte spur. The enemy suc- 
ceeded at some points in obtaining a 
footing in our trenches, but was im- 
mediately driven out by our counter 
attacks. ' 

“In the Brenta valley small offen- 
sive operations directed toward driving 
the enemy from the left bank of the 
Maso resulted in the capture of hill 
649 north of Ghisi. The Austrians suf- 
fered losses and left about 30 prisoners, 
including three officers, in our hands. 

“On the Carso the work of consoli- 
dating new positions continues on both 
sides, in spite of the bad weather. Along 
the whole front-on the plateau only 
intermittent artillery duels occurred, 
besides small attacks and counter at- 
tacks, in the course of which we made 
50 prisoners.”

ASRESULT OF FLOOD 


Area of 7,000 Square Miles 
in Chinese Province Under 
Water—People Must Have 
Help or They Will Starve. 


Washington, September 20.—Neafrly a 
million people have been made home- 
less by one of the greatest floods on 
record in that section of China where 


the American Red Cross already has 
spent $600,000 for flood protection, and 
where the $30,000,000 loan for reclama- 
tion work, which was postponed by the 
war, was to have been spent. Reports 
to the state department today from 
the American congs] at Nanking said 
the Hwai river had inundated an area 
of about 7,000 square miles in Anhui 
province: Appeals for aid have been 
ssent out for the homeless, who virtu- 


ally are entirely dependent op charity, 
as all the autumn crops were destroyed. 

Today’s delayed advices described 
conditions several weeks ago, but offi- 
cilals believe there probably has been 
little improvement. In the case of 
previous floods in that district the wa- 
ters have been held for long periods by 
the alluvial soil. 

7,000 Square Miles Submerged. 

The state department summed up its 
dispatches on the subject in the fol- 
lowing announcement: 

“The department has received from 
the American consul at Nanking dis- 
patches giving detailed information re- 
garding recent extensive floods along 
the Hwai river in Anhui province. The 
inundation is équal to, if not greater, 
than the one of 1909. An area of some 
2,000 square miles was submerged un- 
der from 3 to 15 feet of water, and 
from July 11 to July 21 the waters 
reached such a height as to submerge 
all except very high ground in an area 
estimated at 7,000 square miles. 

“The flood extended throughout 
eight districts in northern Anhui. There 
are ten cities of considerable size -in 
these eight districts with a total popu- 
lation estimated at from 800,000 to 
1,000,000 people. The total population 
of the flooded region is approximately 
2,500,000 people. 

Thousands Destitute. 

“While it is thought that compara- 
tively few lives were lost, crops and 
personal property have been destroyed, 
and there are thousands of destitute 
people, nearly all of whom are now 
objects of charity. The supply of food- 
stuffs on hand will be inadequate to 
feed the people, and practically all of 
the autumn crops in the eight districts 
have been entirely destroyed. Appeals 
for relief have come in from the vari- 
ous affected districts.” 

In the great flood of 1909 nearly 
1,000,000 lives were lost. Soon after- 
ward C. D. Jameson, an American en- 
gineer, was sent to China to work out 
a reclamation system. In 1914 Colonel 
Siebert, of the Panama canal, headed 
a Red Cross commission which ap- 
proved Jameson's plans, and the Chi- 
nese government began arrangements 
for a $80,000,000 loan to put them into 
effect. The European war, however, 
made it impossible to raise the capital.

Hughes outlined his attitude toward 
thé protection of American rights as 
follows: 

“I propose that we shall protect and 
enforce American rights on land and 
without fear and unflinchingly 
with respect to American lives, Ameri- 
can property, and American commerce, 
We have no unstated policies, no secret 
understandings, no intrigues. We stand 
four-squared to the world, representing 
the United States and its interests, and 
its interests alone, first, last and all 
the time.” 

Mr. Hughes’ reference to American 
rightg was contained in:a speech in 
which he made reply, one by one, to 
what he termed democratic claims for 


republican program. In so doing, he 
dealt chiefly with subjects discussed 
in President Wileon’s speech of ac- 
ceptance. 

The shipping bill was characterized 
as “a menace, the sooner removed the 
better.” The Underwood tariff he 
called a measure ‘‘that must be undone 
if we are tO have a sure basis of pros- 
perity in this country.” He reiterated 
that the anti-trust law instead of be- 
ing clarified had been made “more un- 
certain.” 

The federal reserve act, the nominee 
said, far from being a democratic 
measure, pure and simple, was taken 
in great part from material supplied 
by a republican commission and a draft 
of a republican bill.

NO MORE CHILD’S PLAY! 


We publish elsewhere a communication 


from Manager Congdon, ,of the Atlanta Gas 
Light company, with reference to the binder 
material used in the paving of the north 
end of West Peachtree street. 

Tue communication speaks for itself— 
and ir this connection The Constitution 
may state that its criticism of the ineffi- 
cient work done on the repaving of that 
street had no reference whatsoever to the 
material used. 

The point that we are trying to make is 
that, whatever material is used should be 
put down to the very best possible advan- 
tage, and that the city should get the full 
value of every dollar expended on_ its 
streets. 

That is exactly what Atlanta has not 
peen doing for some years. 

Some of the streets only recently paved 
are worn out. 

Whitehall is in such a ragged condition 
that it must soon be repaved, and Peachtree, 
from Five Points to the city limits, is utter- 
ly worn out. 

The asphalt paving of Marietta street, 
from North avenue out, has become so 
‘rough, wavy and full of holes, that it must 
soon be abandoned. 

The same thing is true of other street 
work in other parts of the city and on some 
of the main avenues. 

Time after time the city has let out this 
work by contract and after a few years it 
‘became apparent, through faulty work of 
the contractors or otherwise, that the city 
had accepted a bungling job. 

And yet, so far as we know, there is not 
an instance on record of where the city has 
ever forced the forfeiture of a bond given 
to guarantee first-class work! 

The West Peachtree bungle has brought 
out the fact that there is a dispute between 
the city and the county as to which is re- 


sponsible. 


Enough has developed to put the county | 


commissioners on notice that hereafter that 
board should have a free hand in all. work 
“done for the city, so that there may be no 
divided responsibility. 

As we understand it in the case of West 
Peachtree street, the county furnished only

cluding specifications, grade and supervision 
and actually refused to put in several drains 
suggested by the county authorities. 

- The county had to work with whatever 
was given it by the city, and, whether or not 
the tar binder—known to be satisfactory if

the fault certainly does not apply to the 
county. 

And in this connection it is to be regret- 
ted that the citizens of the street did not 
ask for a more expensive pavement in the 
first instance—for in the very nature of 
things a first-class job cannot be obtained 
at a second-class price—and it is just to the 
city to say that, at the contract price of 
46 cents per square yard, it would have 
been difficult to obtain a satisfactory pav- 
ing. 

As the result of the agitation of this 
subject, it is to be presumed that hereafter 
the county commissioners will be careful in 
coming to the relief of the city on street 
paving to so adjust matters as to be pre- 
pared to assume full and absolute responsi- 
bility. Uniess the city is prepared to place 
the board in thig position it should not go 
to it for further assistance—for divided re- 
sponsibility is unjust to the county, to the 
city, to the members of council and to the 
board of commissioners. 

And it is to be hoped that never again 
will the city of Atlanta let a contract for 
street paving that is not absolutely pro- 
tected by adequate bond guaranteeing satis- 
factory execution. 

In other words, we have had enough 
child’s play in the past about street paving. 
and the city of Atlanta and its citizens have 
thrown away enough money on inefficient 
work to repave practically every main 
avenue of the city! 


UNDOING AN INJUSTICE. 

The interesting announcement comes 
that the Protestant Episcopal church is 
planning to edit its prayer book to the ex- 
tent of omitting specific prayers for “Jews, 
Turks, infidels and heretics.” The special 
commission on the revision of the prayer 
book has already agreed that this should 
be done, and will submit the proposal to 
the triennial general convention of the 
church, which meets at St. Louis in Oc- 
tober. ‘ 

This belated recognition and remedy of 
an error of the middle ages comes none 
too soon. It smacks of the day and time 
when the Jewish people, in certain unre- 
generate countries, were viewed as outcasts 
and when witches and heretics were burn- 
ed at the stake. That the Episcopal church 
is to eliminate this unjust and unwarranted 
classification of the Jews with “heretics, 
Turks and infidels” will be universally com- 
mended. 

But, aside from that, it is a classification 
for which there is no foundation in history, 
either religious or profane. We are living 
in an age of humanity and not of mediaeval 
dogma, notwithstanding which some of the 
churches continue to cling to the dictums 
of the past out of sheer force of habit. 

Measured in the scale of humanity, the 
scale of today, there are no better, no truer, 
no more religious people in the world than 
the Jews. If the balance of the world were 
as sincere and devoted in matters of re- 
ligion as are the Jewish people, we should 
have more churches and bigger crowds in 
them. 

“Love the Lord, thy God, with all thy 
heart and thy neighbor as thyself,” is the 
foremost guiding principle of the Christian 
religion, laid down by Christ himself, and 
the proposed revision is in furtherance of 
that spirit. 

The Jewish people who live among us 
merit and have our cordial co-operation and 
regard. Moreover, they have set us exam- 
ples well worth emulation, both in thrift 
and devotion. 

The classification in the Episcopal prayer 
book is an anachronism which should long 
ago have been eliminated. It has, of course, 
remained rather on historical grounds than 
those of church doctrine.

Manufacturer of Material 
Used in the City Paving 
Says Job Was Bungled | 


Editor Constifution: I have read your éd- 
itorial entitled “Good Money for -Bad Work” 
with a great deal of interest and I am partic- 
ularly interested in that part referring to 
the paving on West Peachtree street from 
Sixth street to the junction of the Peach- 
trees, because our Agasco road binder was 
used In the construction of this pavement. 
am afraid the effect of your editorial may 
tend to discourage the use of our binder in 
Atlanta, because people who are not familiar 
with the details of road construction are 
apt to think that the binder is responsible 


for the bad condition of a road or street when 


it goes to pieces. 

I have driven over this street a great 
many times recently, and while I think the 
statement as regards holes is rather exag~ 
gerated, I do think had more money been 
expended on the street at the start a much 
better pavement would have been the re- 
sult. 

“No binder used in the construction of a 
road can be relied upon to offset defects in 
road building. The subgrade must be proper- 
ly prepared, rock of proper size and laid to 
a proper depth are likewise important. A 
roller of sufficient weight must be used and 
the street thoroughly rolled. In addition to 
the above, the application of the binder must 
be made with the greatest care. The stone 
must be free of dust and must be dry. Clean 
stone chips should be applied immediately 
after the first application of binder and the 
street again rolled. The second application 
of binder is then applied and more chips add- 
ed and rolled again. 

The gas company has been supplying 
Agasco binder since 1909. At that time the 
United States government was interested in 
assisting various communities to use local 
material in construction of roads. We had 
just erected our first still when the govern- 
ment department called on us for our binder. 
We supplied the binder used in the construc- 
tion of Peachtree road in DeKalb county, this 


section-of road being about a quarter of a. 


mile beyond the driveway leading to the Cap- 
ital City Country club. This road was prop- 
erly built with the exception of too much 
crown, It has been in constant use for the 
past eight years, has had no repairs, has re- 
mained perfectly dustless and is the smooth- 
est and best preserved piece of road any- 
where to be found in this section. The Agasco 
binder used in the construction of this road 
was far inferior to the binder used on West 
Peachtree street. 

We believe that our binder is an ideal ma- 
terial for the building of streets in the res- 
idential section of this city. We can show 
you streets which have been down for a num- 
ber of years and are in first-class condition 
today. 

The trouble with West Peachtree street is 
that the surface is not now and never was 
perfectly smooth. When the roller passed 
over it during construction waves were left 
which, when passed over at high speed, make 
comparatively rough riding. Then, again, 
there was not sufficient binder put in the road 
to make a smooth surface. This same con- 
dition to a lesser degree has been observed 
in Fifteenth street; here the surface was 
smooth but not enough binder used. 

The gas compang has offered to furnish 
half of the binder necessary to improve Fif- 
teenth street free of charge. We now have 
an automobile tar distributor purchased at a 
cost of $6,000 which will insure even applica- 
tion. 

West Peachtree street could be greatly im- 
proved by the addition of another application 
of binder, but no binder can make a smooth 
surface if the subgrade is not properly pre- 
pared and the rock evenly laid. 

West Hunter street has recently been giv- 
en a surface coat and we think this street 
will compare favorably with any in Atlanta. 

Agasco road binder should prove a great 
help to the people of this city, as it is cheap, 
our price being much under that asked by 
competing concerns, we having no freight 
to pay. It makes a dustless, durable road 
when properly applied; it is easy to repair, the 
application of a new surface coat causing the 
road to appear as good as ever.

Editor Constitution: I have lived in Fan- 
nin county since 1893, and there has never 
been a fairer or more orderly election held 
since I have been here.

Earl 
Cone, chairman of the opening day commit- 
tee, has not received a report from any bank, 
but it is believed a great many have been 
disposed of. 

The committee which made a canvass of 
the skyscrapers was given a welcome. In 
the Grant building one hundred keys were 
sold. Tenants in other buildings were liberal 
in purchasing. 

Hardly a person is seen on the streets of 
Atlanta today who is not wearing a key. 
Before the week is over it is believed 10,000 
will have been sold in Atlanta.

Macon, Ga., September 20.—(Special.)

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NEW OGLETHORPE UNIVERSITY BUILDING. 


Oglethorpe university opened Wednes- 
day in a single building about six miles 
Outside the city, near Silver Lake. 

This is the first year of the institu- 
tion, but it has been filled to capacity 
already. There are seventy-five st"- 
dents in the freshman class and that is 
the capacity of the university. 

The one building is a model one and 
is a marvel of construction. Saturday 
evening a housewarming will be held 
and all Atlanta is invited to attend. 
To fully realize the spirit of the uni- 
versity as embodied in the single buila- 
ing, it is best to make a trip to the 
Srounds next Saturday and thoroughly 
inspect the building. 

Everything in the building has been 
constructed on the plan of being last- 
ing and has been built with the idea 
of use for future generations. The 
steps ieading into the main doorway 
are of granite, nine inches wide and 
set in concrete. It is permanent and 
will last forever. And that is the plan 
on which the whole gtructure was built. 

Oglethorpe Coat-of-Arms.

The fireplace is a work of art. It 
is built of expensive brick and is flank- 
ed by settees of solid oak. The man- 
tel

solid and all carved. 

The entire first floor is taken up 
with class rooms, office rooms, corri- 
dors and laboratories. Though these 
rooms have a business-like air, the 
same style of Gothic architecture can 
be seen again. Even the electric fix- 
tures reflect this st¥le. 

Tne studehts’ chairs in the different 
class rooms, with the rostrums of the 
instructors, are new in their display, 
but give the air of age. Only the best 
has been bought. 

Even to the walls this air of the 
best is carried. They have been made 
here in Atlanta, but are of old Eng- 
lish design and were very expensive. 

Every detail of the building is fire- 
proof. The floors are of tile set in con- 
crete, The doors are of steel, even the 
stairs are built of steel and concrete. 

Three Floors, Two Basements. 

The building consists of three fioors 
and two basements. On the top floor 
are found the dormitories, The smallest 
room in the house is rented by the 
year for $25, and there are few hoteis 
in the country with better facilities 
than can be found in this room. 

One room, designed for tour students, 
is typical of the whole. It is big with 
wide, deep set windows, steam heated, 
with a washstand in the corner provid- 
ing hot and cold running water. The 
lights set in the ceiling are indirect 
in their effect. All beds are single, 
there being not a double bed in the 
building. 

Two studersts in one room are given 
their choice of two single beds or a

student has his personal bureau, solid 
oak again, and each room is furnished 
with solid oak chairs. In the center 
is a solid oak desk large enough for 
four people seated around it at the 
same time, 

Bath rooms can be found at conven- 
ient places on the corridor. They are 
modern in*every respect, having show- 
ers and tiled floors. 

On the second floor are found the 
private ‘suites for those students who 
care to take them. The suites comprise 
a study, a bed room with a private 
bath between the two. The walls are 
twelve inches thick, all transoms are 
of heavy ground glass, opaque. These 
Suites are equipped with ‘showers or 
tubs as the student prefers. And the 
tubs are of the modern kind set in 
the wall and low and deep. 

On the second floor also is found &@ 
study and library containing many val- 
uable and necessary volumes for use 
by the students. 

The first basement is planned for 
four dining rooms. The kitchen is a 
marvel for appointments. The refriger- 
ator is of the most modern type, being 
cooled with a con'stant flow of ice cold 
air, electric lighted and tiled. In the 
second basement is found the furnace 
and heating plant and the incinerator 
for the destruction of garbage. 

Dr. Thornwell Jacobs, president of 
the university, says there is no back 
entrance. At the rear of the buildin 
can be found a red dirt roadway wit 
. bridge leading to the woods of Silver 


ake. 

The dirt roadway with its bridge 
leads to the site of the next building, 
Dr. Jacobs explain's. He does not know 
where the money is to come from but 
those behind the institution have faith 
and trust. And he states that there 
is the reason there is no back door, 
everything leads forward. 

“We could have built six buildings 
of a'‘sort for the price of this one,” ex- 
plains Dr. Jacobs. ‘“‘But we wanted to 
do this thing well if at all. We are 
teaching our students to do their best, 
and should we not show them we are 
doigg our best for them?’ 
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BRITAIN. APOLOGIZES 
T0 THE UNITED STATES

Governor General Harrison, of | 
the Philippines, reported the case, de- | 
nouncing the action as a violation of, 
American neutrality, and a protest im-! 
mediately was made to London. In the} 
explanation presented today the British | 
government declared that “when the! 
Cebu was boarded the land was hidden, 
but as soon as the weather cleared and : 
it was found that the ship was within' 
territorial waters and the boarding of} 
the officers was recalled, and that the} 
passenger list was examined, but the 
ship was not searched.” |

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London, September 20.—The holding 
up of the Philippine steamer Cebu is 
believed here to have resulted from ef- 
forts of British warships to capture a 
German reservist connected with a, 
junta in Manila. The reservist was be- 
lieved to have been aboard the Cebu.

JEROME JONES FIGHTS 
FORCED ARBITRATION 


Urges the Southern Labor Con- 
gress to Go on Record 
Against Compulsion. 


Memphis, Tenn., September 20.— 
Jerome Jones, of Atlanta, Ga., in his an- 
nual address as president of the South- 
ern Labor Congress, in session here, to- 
day urged the congress to go on record 
in opposition to compulsory arbitration 
as a means of settling labor disputes, 
and proposed that the federal govern- 
ment issue bonds to provide a fund to 
furnish employment to workmen in 
times of industrial depression. Such a 
fund, to be expended in road-bdbuilding 
other public works, he declared, would 
go far toward solving the “unemployed” 
problem. 

Other recommendations made in the 
president’s address, which will be the 
subject of discussion at tomorrow's ses- 
sion, included indorsement of the de- 
mands recently made by the railroad 
brotherhoods, the inauguration of a 
Systematic campaign to secure better 
sanitation in workshops and a de- 
termined effort to unite artisans, farm- 
ers and railroad craftsmen. 

Mr. Jones paid tribute to the interna- 
tional policies of President Wilson, who, 
he declared, “actuated by a holy pa- 
triotism, rare in these days of political 
pandering, has kept us in the path of 
peace,”” but denounced “preparedness 
hysteria,” which he said “has swept the 
people off their balance.’”’” He also 
scored laws which make possible the 
use of injunctions as a means of break- 
ing strikes. 

Other speakers today included Thom- 
as N. Gann, of Knoxville; W. S. Wier, 
of Atlanta; N. S. Lopez, of Birming- 
ham, Ala., and C. M. Rhodes, of Bates- 
burg, S. C. 

About two hundred delegates, repre- 
senting fourteen southern states, at- 
tended the opening session of the con- 
sea which will continue through Fri- 

ay. .

GETTING VERY BUSY 


Guadalajara, Tampico and 
Vera Cruz Attacked on the 
Same Day Villa Raided 
Chihuahua City — Villa 
Menaces CarranzagLine. 


Chihuahua City, Mexico, September 
°20.— Revolutionary attacks were made 
upon Guadalajara, Tampico and Vera 
Cruz on September 16, simultaneously 
with Villa’s Hidalgo day attack upon 
this city, according to reports received 
here today by General Trevino. No 
details were received. ® 

General Trevino today announced a 
revised list of the casualties in Satur- 
day’s engagements here. The govern- 
'ment losses in killed and wounded he 
'placed at fifty-three, while the Villa 
casualties he estimated at between two 
hundred and two hundred and fifty, in- 
cluding ninety-four prisoners taken and 
executed. He asserted that he had 
learned from captives that the bandits, 
who are reported to be reorganizing 
in the Sierra de la Silla, have with 
them about one hundred and fifty 
wounded, who have neither medical at- 
tention nor medical supplies. 

Government patrols are operating 
everywhere within a radius of ten miles 
of the city. While it is not generally 
believed that Villa will soon make an- 
other attack, orders have been issued 
to take évery precaution, artillery hav- 
ing been mounted on the hills and 
heavy outposts being maintained. 

Statements were issued at the Com- 
mandancia today denying border re- 
ports that Villa had made a second 
attack upon the town yesterday and 
that there had been defections in the 
garrison. It was said also that no 
arms or ammunition were seized in the 
Hidalgo day engagement and that the 
government forces captured from the 
bandits a quantity of high powered 
rifles and cartridges, which apparently 
had been manufactured in the United 
States. 

Announcement was made of a report 
from General Hilario Rodriguez, in San 
Bartolo, Durango, saying that the cam- 
paign against the remnants of the 
Canuto Reyes in that section has been 
completed and that only a small force 
under Margarito Salinas remains in the 


field.
